Owes State $2,960

The Children’s Center of the As- 
sociated Students, Inc. owes the 
State of California $2,960, accord 
ing to ASI Senate Chair Larry Robin 
son 

The Center is requesting a grant 
trom the federal government to in 
stall a kitchen in the toddler section 
of the center. Last May, the federal 
government approved the kitchen 
project, but since then a problem has 
developed 

The federal government is deny 
ing the center's grant until the pre 
vious debt of $2,960 is paid 

Each year the federal govern 
ment gives the State of California a 
block of money, then the state gives 
the Office of Child Development 
approximately $95,000, according 
to Gail Loper, director of the center. 
During 1980-81, $92,000 was re- 
ceived. OCD then transfers the funds 
to ASI, which transiers #t to the cen- 
ter. The money is given on the basis

of a formula which is comprised of 
three factors: enrollment, attendance 
and days of operation. In the center's 
case, OCD gave ASI enough money 
to cover expenses for the nurnbey of 
days the center was to operate 

The center, however, did not 
operate as many days as planned. 
Since that happened, OCD says ASI 
owes $2,960 for days the center was 
not in operation. 


OCD discovered the dis: repancy 
when the state finished their audit of 
the program 

ASI voted Tuesday to pay OCD 
for the money owed. Robertson said 
ASI could sue OCD. but that it 
would not be worth the time and 
money 


When the $2,960 debt is paid 
the government will not immediat 
ely send the center a check for the 
new kitchen. The center will be reim 
bursed for the kitchen equipment it 
bought when cost statements are 
sent to the government. The new kit

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Diablo Canyon Nuclear Power Plant

The Diablo Canyon nuclear generating plant is not needed. West- 
inghouse Nuclear Steam Supply Systems such as that at Diablo 
Canyon are not reliable. No adequate public hearing on the hazards of 
operating the Diablo Canyon reactors has been held. 

Electricity demand in California has apparently just about stabil- 
ized already, contrary to the earlier predictions of the utility industry. 
In fact, a United Press International dispatch reported early this year 
that California used less electricity during 1980 than during 1979. As 
to nuclear generation, like it or not, we've been able to get along 
without it; Rancho Seco, biggest licensed nuke in the state, has been 
off line during most of the summer as you know, including the period of 
heaviest electricity use. Part of the summer, with San Onofre also off 
line, California was generating no nuclear power at all, 

Recently an oil supply expert predicted that gasoline prices will be 
raised during the rest of 1981 in an effort by the oil companies to 
recover losses of income resulting from low sales — which as you 
have read has recently resulted in an oil glut. Less than 15 percent of 
oil used in this country goes into electrical generation. So why not use 
alittle more ofl for generation — if we need it, but we don’t seem to — 
and help the oil companies keep the price of gas down? 

Nuclear generation has become expensive in spite of its heavy 
government subsidies and despite the fact that the nuclear industry 
doesn’t count all the costs of the nuclear fuel cycle. Dean Witter 
Reynolds, the well-known securities broker, in an investment advisory 

af April, 1981, reported statistics from the Atomic Industrial Forum 
«(a nuclear industry association) showing that even what the AIF 
admits to be the cost of nuclear generation has steadily nsen for newly

hcensed plants, as compared to coai generation; for plants licensed in 
1978, the latest figures, electricity from nuclear plants in 1979 was 
already 25 percent higher than that generated by 1978 coal plants in 
1979. 

Large 1,000-megawatt class nuclear reactors have operated for 
no more than 10 years, most much less than that. Although designed 
to operate for 30 to 40 years, experience already shows their designs 
to be inadequate. Westinghouse Nuclear Steam Supply Systems such 
as those at Diablo Canyon are notorious for failures of their steam 
generator tubes, for instance. Virginia Electric Power's Surry nuclear 
plant is having to replace its steam generators — such refittings cost a 
large fraction of the original price of the whole plant. San Onofre. 
Southern California Edison’s Westinghouse reactor, half the size of 
the Diablo Canyon units, has been rebuilding its steam generators. in 
the process using hundreds of street people as “jumpers” or “sponges” 
to do work under horrendous conditions of exposure to radiation in 
order to avoid unpermissible exposure of regular employees. For 
some reason our local news media are not telling Sacramento about 
this atrocious but typical nuclear industry episode at San Onofre. 

No adequate public airing of Diablo Canyon’s problems has taken 
place. The Atomic Safety and Licensing Boards set up by the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission and before it by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion are tools of the NRC and notoriously biased in favor of applicants 
for nuclear plant operating licenses. Characteristically, so-called 
"generic issues” — those problems that are noi unique to the particu 
lar plant which is the subject of a hearing, but are also faults of other 
nuclear plants — are summarily dismissed as inappropriate for con- 
sideration at licensing hearings. Lic ensing hearings are restricted by 
the NRC’s licensing boards to only very narrow grounds of objection; 
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will stay here forever and the true Iran ;

Rule-makiny 
hearings are typically held at the NRC's east coast headquarters, at 
the discretion and on the initiative of the NRC. Many would-be 
interveners, when they realize from its preliminary maneuvers that the 
licensing board will not furnish anything like an open forum for debate 
of the problems of a proposed plant, simply withdraw, rather than face 
the large legal fees and other costs of participation with only frustra- 
tion in prospect. 

| am personally convinced that the only meaningful route for 
protesting Diablo Canyon’s operation at this time is that which is being 
taken by the Abalone Alliance, to which I feel personally grateful and 
which | consider to be doing a public service.

BOB MATTOS 
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Setters Dominate English

If you're ever at a CSUS football game and wonder why you don't see 
Head Coach Bob Mattos down on the sidelines, there 1s a very good 
explanation; he’s not. 

Mattos coaches the Hornets from on top of the press box using a head set 
telephone system to talk to the other coaches on the sidelines. 

Three other coaches, Dave Davidson, J. D. Hill, and Bill Cocheran are 
also on top of the press box helping Mattos coach the team. 

Mattos, who has coached football for 14 years, said he began periodically 
coaching from the press level and said there were many advantages 

“When I’m down on the field, | can’t see where all the players are all the 
time. From the press box, | get an overall view of the football field, and | can 
keep track of where all the players are and what they are doing,” he said. 

Mattos said there is never any communication problerns because they use 
a sophisticated phone system, which is hooked up to the other coaches on the 
field 

Mattos said nother advantage to coaching from the press box 1s that he 
can tell from a hrgher elevation how well a play was run 

“It's much tougher watch‘ng plays from the sidelines than it is from the 
press box, and I think a lot of coaches know that. They just want to be down 
in the pit, where the action is at. | think coaches are too emotional,’ Mattos 
said. 

He doesn't think there are any disadvantages in the way he coaches the 
Hornets, “Most coaches think it's fun to be on the sidelines coaching, but I'm 
not interested in fun,"’ Mattos said. “I’m interested in winning ball games, and 
| think it's a good idea coaching from the press box. If we win, then I'll have 
my fun.’ 
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Upstairs 


Mattos said that press box coaching is mentally beneficial to his players. 
He said that the players have a sense that they're not just pulling plays out of 
a hat and that everything is analyzed and computerized out. 

All plays for the game are on computerized cards and in front of Coach 
Mattos in the press box. The plays are analyzed by himself and the other 
atfensive coaches before the game to make sure the plays will run right during 
the game. 

Coach Mattos doesn’t think the team feels less coaching pressure because 
he's not down on the field with them, “I can easily talk with a player if ! see 
that he is messing up or is not giving 100 percent by talking to hum on the 
phone system, or have one of the coaches down on the field talk to him,” he 
said. “Besides, they know they'll be talking to me face to face in the locker 
room at half time.” 

Most of the Hornet football players agree with Mattos’ philosophy about 
press box coaching. 

One player said, “As long as we win, | think it’s (press box coaching) 
working, but it is also our job as football players to help make coach's system 
work 

As far as he knows, Mattos is the only coach in the Far Western 
Conference that coaches from the press box. Only about ten percent of the 
coaches in the NCAA coach from the press box 

Usually some assistant coaches are up in the press box relaying messages 
down to the head coach, No National Football Leag-1e coach can be found in 
a press box coaching a game. 

Coach Mattos’ overall feelings about his press box coaching is, “The 
vision 1s yust so much better, so | get a much better view of our offense and 
defense, as well as our opponents,” he said. 

Since Mattos has a better view of the game his computenzed command 
post should work grea! unless he gets a wrong number during a crucial drive

Motivation was running on empty in CSUS’ mental 
game plan, but it turned out the Hornets didn’t need the 
inspiration as they coasted to an easy win over the visiting 
English Universities National Team during women’s vol- 
leyball action Monday im North Gym. 

CSUS hammered the English All-Stars 15-3, 15-8 and 
15-6, in a match that lasted barely an hour. The Hornets, 
who entered the match following an encouraging third 
place finish at the Western Invitational Tournament, 
experienced some shaky moments, but generally dom- 
inated play from the start. 

Hornet volleyball coach Debby Colberg went to the 
bench early in the match. Colberg, who ended up playing 
her entire team, used the match to expenment with several 
lineup combinations. 


The Hornets snapped a brief 1-1 deadlock in the first 


game rolling to a 7-1 advantage. The inexpenenced 


English team, which has had little success on its current 
tour of the Western United States, was troubled with net 
calls and erratic ball handling. The Hornets lengthened 
their lead to 10-2 as Marcia Collier drilled several spikes 
into the English All-Stars’ back row defense for three 
consecutive points. Kam McCleary served for another 
Hornet point, and teammates Karen Schoener and Terri

that the Fnghsh defenders could not dig off their shoetops 
The second game started with the Hornets jumping out 

to a 2-0 lead on the strength of a Nicholas’ serve. The 


Hornets’ streak was briefly stalled as the English All-Stars 
rallied to move ahead 4-2. The All-Stars took the lead 
scoring on a strange play that ended with several Hornets 
in a heap on the gym floor. The CSUS defense was 
converging on a wild pass, but they wound up meeting in a 
collision 

The Hornets tied the score, then McCleary jumped 
high to tap the ball over the All-Stars’ wall of front row 
blockers making it 5-4. Both teams traded several points 
on mistakes and the score was ayain tied at 7-7. The 
Enghsh team ran itself out of the game by giving the 
Hornets four gift points. CSUS wrapped up the second 
game after the All-Stars pounded two consecutive balls 
into the net.

Talented Frosh Prospects Optimistic

Managing only one victory in five outings last season, the CSUS 
freshman football team illustrates the frustrating situation that has confronted 
CSUS football in recent years. But Hornet freshman coach Mike Smith, 
speaks highly of his team and 1s confident the young gridders can put an end 
to all those disappointing seasons. 

Smith, beginning his third year at CSUS, believes this is the best freshman 
team since former Hornet coach Bill Kutzer guided his squad to an 8-0 record 
in the late 1960's. 

Off-season recruiting efforts are what the freshman coach is betting on. 
Smith said a number of talented prospects, including several Optimist All- 
Star selections from Sacramento and other areas in Northern California, 
have turned up. 

“Our quarterback situation is a three-way battle right now. They are all 
showing me they have leadership qualities,” said Smith. “All three are top 
notch. In fact, they may be the three best quarterbacks we've brought to this 
school.” 

CSUS recruited prep quarterbacks Allen Mitchell, Tim Babcock and 
Dave Bynum. Mitchell, 6’3", 190 pounds, is a Shasta Optimist All-Star 
selection from Willows High School. Babcock, 6'2”, 190 pounds, is a 
Foothill High School product and Bynum, 6'1”, 185 pounds, joins the 
Hornets after playing football at San Rafael High School. 

Battling for spots in the Hornet backfield include prospects Dave Kine, 
Mark Cabral and Greg Hazzard. Kine, a 5'10”, 160 pound tailback who 
was named to the Sacramento Optimist team, hails from Rio Americano 
High School; Cabral, a 6'1", 205 pound fullback and a Solano All-Star 
selection, comes to CSUS from Rio Vista High School ‘and Hazzard, a 
5'10”, 200 pound fullback, is from Vallejo High School. 

The Hornets brought in a trio of area products to anchor the offensive line. 
Foothill High's Phil Ringert, standing at 6'1”, 200 pounds, is a top prospect 
at center. Jim Banks, a 6'1", 215 pound offensive guard, played at Elk 
Grove High School, while offensive tackle Chris Hill, 62”, 225 pounds, is 
yet another Mattos import from Stagg High School. 

Smith previewed a possible aerial showcase by labeling his receiving 
corps as strong and fast. The Hornets will suit up a pair of speedsters from 
Modesto High School, Frank Gonzales and Rolando Meeks. Both Modesto 
recruits stand about 6'0” and weigh in at 170 pounds. 

Although the Hornets do not look to have much depth defensively, Smith 
has high hopes. Some of the defensive linemen Smith has been impressed 
with include Andy Wells, Randy Worden and Tim Korte. Wells, a towering 
6'7”", 245 pound defensive end, is from Hogan High School; Korte, a 6'2”, 
220 pound defensive tackle, is a Bay Area all-star selection out of California 
High School and Worden, a 6'0”, 210 pound defensive tackle is a 
Sacramenio Optimist selection from Mira Loma High School. 

According to Smith, the Hornet linebacking is very strong, with a lot of 
the talent coming trom outside of Sacramento. The Hornets did net a local 
group of prep linebackers, Jerry Robinson, a 6'0”, 195 pound Optimist 
selection from Sacramento High School, Ken Gilbert, a 5'10", 200 pound 
Rio Americano product and Tom Kunz, a 61”, 185 pound rookie, joins the

The Hornets may have a taller hneup in the defensive secondary this 
season wiih the addition of prospects Bob Wegner, Steve Rameriz and Dave 
Richey. Wegner, a 6'4”, 190 pound free safety, is from Del Campo High 
School; Rameriz, a 6'1", 180 pound strong safety-cornerback, is from 
American High School in the Bay Area; and Richey, a 5°11", 175 pound 
cornerback, is out of Ukiah High School. 

El Camino High School's John Saunders 1s the Hornets’ bnghtest 
prospect at fall practice on special teams, according to Smith, and he may get 
the nod to handle the punting and place-kicking duties 

CSUS will play a six-game schedule to allow some of the freshmen an 
opportunity to play on the varsity tearn. Smith pointed out that this season's 
lineup 1s one of the toughest freshmen schedules around. 


The Hornets will open thei season September 19 against a rebuilding 
Napa Jumor College team at Napa. CSUS will play Menlo Jumor College, 
one of the most disciplined JC football teams in the area, according to Smith 
The freshman team tangles with the UC Davis junior varsity twice, Sonoma 
State's jumor varsity, and in late October, the UC Berkeley junior varsity 
The Berkeley trip will be a notable one since the Hornets have the 
opportunity to play on the new astroturf at Cal’s Memorial Stadium 
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Freshmen gridders gear up for their fi-st game against Napa Junior 


College this Saturday.

The ending is, at best, contrived and implausible, Law 
rence Kasdan’s screenplay was not really the problern 
here. And Blair Brown was adequate if undistinguished as 
the conservationist. She is billed as a co-“star” but it's 
undeniably Belushi's film all the way. Which is unfortunate 
since the casting was wrong. He's very funny in the parts 
that are to be funny but as a romantic comedy lead (Does 
Chevy Chase sound familiar?) he's no Rodney Danger 
field,
